POLICY 1S DENOUNCED 


Inconsistent With Mayor's 
Traffic Campaign, Says 
Safety Council President. 


The city’s policy of turning street 
lights on late and out early “violates

ney, said. 


“With over half our fatal acci- 
dents occurring during the hours of 
dusk, dawn, and darkness,” he said, 
“it would be a better accident pre- 
vention policy to do everything pos- 


sible to counteract the hazards 
which come with darkness and poor 
visibility. 

“All statutes and ordinances re- 
quire that all automobile headlights 
be kept lighted during the _ period 
from one-half hour after sunset to 
one-half hour before sunrise. This 
time schedule is regulated by na- 
ture itself 1nd adequately sets safe- 
ty requirements every day of the 
year.” 


Millar added that the Safety 
Council indorses all economy meas- 
ures, “but economy of lives must 
take precedence over economy of 
dollars.”

most dangerous immediate threat 


to the Allied armies. It is all very 
wel] to talk about falling back 
upon the Loire, but as a practical 
military operation, with the Allied 
left flank broken loose from the 


sea and the Germans possessing a 


far higher degree of tactical mobil- 
ity, a retirement from the Seine 
to the Loire while maintaining the 
French army intact lies in ‘the 
region of fantasy unless the de- 
gree of German exhaustion is 
greater than now appears. 

When all is said and done, the 
ability of the French to continue 
the fight seems now to rest upon 
two factors: (1) The timely arrival 
of effective British aid, and (2) the 
Slackening of the German effcert 
through exhaustion, lengthening 
communications and the necessity 
for consolidating gains already 
made. 


Italian Operations. 


It is a curious circumstance that 
no Italian effort of any kind has 
been made on the Riviera frontier. 
Despite all the fanfare of Italy’s 
entrance into the war, her partici- 
pation seems to have been limited 
so far to a few air operations in 
which the Italians have decidedly 
had the worst of it. ‘There are 
suggestions in London that the un- 
expectedly strong French resistance 
has sucked in so many German 
troops (and it is certainly true 
that Germany is now using in 
France almost all her available 
fully trained divisions) that Italian 
troops are being sent round by 
the Brenner Pass to take over Ger- 
man positions along the Rhine and 
the westwall or perhaps to partici- 
pate directly in the battle. The 
phrase “side by side with the Ger- 
mans” used in the scanty Italian 
reports of the progress of events 
may thus have more than emble- 
matic significance. 

Some note should be taken of 
the position at the southern end 
of the Red Sea. Here the Italians 
have perhaps 100,000 troops (two- 
thirds native) in Ethiopia. They 
are completely cut off from any 
support from home, unless they 
can open up a road across the 
desert wastes through the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan and thus connect 
up with Libya; this will not be 
easily or quickly accomplished. 
They can, however, strike at Brit- 
ish and French Somaliland, and if 
successful would find themselves in 
possession of one shore of the 
Strait of Bab-El-Mandeb; here, 
with heavy guns, mines, aircraft 
and submarines (there are a few 
on this station) they might cut off 
the British-French forces in the 
Near East from their main sources 
of supply in India, South Africa 
and Australia, It is uncertain how 
far the Allies have foreseen this 
possibility and taken steps to meet 
it by increasing their Somaliland 
garrisons; though they probably 
have a considerable force in Kenya, 
including some South African 
troops. It is also possible that 
Ethiopia may prove an unstable

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French Plane Squadrons Shift 
From One Improvised Airfield 


“You see,” the commandant said 
to me with a smile, “we are organ- 
izing for hours of war.”

PARIS, June. 
HERE is a fine definition—a 
T technica definition—for a cer- 

tain kind of work in the French 
Army: “Mission of sacrifice.” It 
does not mean that the mission is 
a hopeless one. It means that 
whatever happens, the mission must 
be fulfilled. 

I have lived two days running on 
the air fields behind the front with 
the pilots of our fighting squad- 
rons. The situation can be summed 
up in three words: Quality against 
quantity. Quality is on the Allied 
side. Quantity on the German 
side. 

Early in the morning on an im- 
provised air field still full of mist 
the young captain of a squadron 
was supervising the installation of 
his planes—French Devoitines 520 
—and of his men. The group of 
planes had been chased for weeks 
from air field to air field by the 
German bombers. To preserve its 
incognito the group had had to 
move quite often. Each time the 
men of the squadron are trying to 
make themselves at home. They 
hide the camouflaged planes as 
well as possible. They install anti- 
aircraft defense. They dig under- 
ground shelters for the pilots. In 
the shelter I saw the small bunks 
where the men sleep and the pen- 
non of the squadron: a red and 
— triangle with the head of a 
\black cat embroidered on the white 
part,

Diabetes In 
Middle-Age 
Usually Mild 
By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


OST cases of diabetes occur 
Mi people over 40, and in fact, 

most occur in people over 50. 
We said yesterday in discussing dia- 
betes in children, that the younger 
the person, the more severe the 
diabetes in all likelihood. People 
over 40 are inclined to have a mild 
form of diabetes and those over 
50 an even milder form, and those 
over 60, still milder form. 

Diabetes is simply an inability 
on the part of the body to utilize 
sugars and starches. The excess 
sugar runs off in the urine and 
sugar in the urine is the most re- 
liable sign of. diabetes. 


Middle-aged people with diabetes, 
as we say, having a mild form, can 
utilize about one-half or three-quar- 
ters as much sugar and starch as 
they could in health. Therefore 
they need, in most instances, only 
to cut down on sugar in their cof- 
fee, desserts, bread, starchy vegeta- 
bles, such as potatoes and sweet 
fruits, and they will usually get 
along all right. Only a small pro- 
portion of them need insulin. 


The tendency now is to give as 
much carbohydrate (sugar and 
starch food) as _ possible, even 
though occasionally some sugar ap- 
pears in the urine. The patients 
are more comfortable that way and 
do not complain of hunger. They 
must, however, stay within. the 
limit of their glucose tolerance and 
not try to eat more starch than the 
body can absorb, 


Typical meals for one day: 
Breakfast. 


One-half cup grapefruit, one me- 
dium sized orange, five tablespoons 
oatmeal (cooked), two eggs, four ta- 
blespoons cream, two slices bread, 
one square butter. 


Lunch. 


One egg and one egg white, three 
tablespoons 5 per cent vegetable, 
three tablespoons 10 per cent vege- 
table, one-half head lettuce, two 
level teaspoons mayonnaise, two 
slices bread, one and one-half 
squares of butter. 

Supper. 


One bow! clear meat broth*, three 
tablespoons 5 per cent vegetable, 
three tablespoons 10 per cent vege- 
table, one-fourth pound lean meat, 
fish or chicken, one medium potato, 
two slices bread, one and one-half 
squares butter, one medium sized 
orange.

Titian-Haired Beauties.

ITIAN-HAIRED ladies should 
eae how to blend makeup 

tones with their thhair coloring, 
and select the most flattering of 
colors, to avoid head-on collisions 
with wrong shades. 

The obvious change from red is 
to green, but unfortunately red and 


green are an overworked combina- 
tion. How, then, to select the right 
shades which are still interestingly 
provocative? For, if you are a red- 
head, you realize you must be es- 
pecially careful not only about your 
rouge and lipstick, but also about 
the color of your clothes and acces- 
sories. 

A novel solution to the red-head’s 
problem has been worked out by 
Mme. Magda Tagliaferro, the fa- 
mous French pianist who is, as you 
might guess, a red-head herself.

This is her technique. Wherever 
she goes, she carries several] strands 
of her own luxuriant hair mounted 
on a color wheel.

By this method she weeds 
out colors which are not definitely 
flattering, and then she gets down 
to specific shades. When shopping, 
she takes the selector gadget along 
and compares her hair tones with 
the cosmetics or clothes under con- 
sideration. 

This method is not a case of split- 
ting hairs over the proper shades. 
Quiet the contrary. It soon teaches 
one which colors harmonize perfect- 
ly-and artistic ensembles may be 
achieved.

Mme. Tagliaferro also feels that 
there is no rule for titian-haired 
color grouping.

Breaking Child 
Of Biting Habit 


Requires Tact 
By Angelo Patri 


HILDREN under four are likely 
Cw bite other children. Often 

they do this in anger. One bites 
instead of striking or kicking, as 
another child may do. Because all 
of us have put a taboo on biting, 
the child’s mistake causes an up- 
roar quite out of proportion to its 
meaning. For example, when one 
3-year-old bangs his friend on the 
head with a shovel, we are shocked 
and grieved and frightened a bit, 
too. But we are not horrified, as 
we are when he bites his friend. 
Yet he is doing ‘exactly what the 
shovel wielder did. 

Little childr@ém have a_ limited 
vocabulary so they cannot express 
themselves in language. They are 
limited, too, in their thinking. 
Thoughts are hazy because feelings 
flood them. A little child of three 
is suddenly flooded with a feeling 
of joy. Something delightful has 
happened to her. In the storm of 
emotion, thoughts are clouded, 
thinking is hazy, and to find some 
relief, some way of expression, she 
runs to her little friend and bites 
him. The bite is not vindictive. It 
is the only form permitted this 
little undeveloped mind for expres- 
sion. 

Sometimes it is anger that floods 
out clear thinking. Then the bite 
is an angry bite. It doesn’t hurt 
any more than the other sort be- 
cause both are activated by strong 
emotion. Both are mistaken ways 
of expression. There is no sense in 
being angered by the mistake, nor 
in being scared, The child is not 
vicious. He is the victim of his 
stage of growth. Other children 
must be protected against him, and 
he from them as well. 

There are children, who, when 
they find that a child can be an- 
gered into biting, tease him to make 
him bite and then run screaming, 
not for help but for punishment 
for the biter. And he usually gets 
it in full measure because mother 
is frightened.

DON’T BEAT A child who bites 
another. Speak and act quietly. Take 
him into a quiet place, and when 
he is quiet, talk to him calmly, tell 
him how wrong he is, and how 
people are displeased by children 
who bite. Then tell him that be- 
cause he made this mistake he must 
stay by himself for the rest of the 
day. This is to give him time to 
think about his mistake, and to try 
to grow big enough not to make it 
again. Only babies bite, and their 
mothers give them rings, hard 
crusts and teething toys to bite on. 

Protect such a child from those 
who tease him. Teasing is a form 
of bullying that should not be per- 
mitted. Little children, because of 
their helplessness when in the 
clutches of any emotion, must, for 
their safety and that of the teasers, 
be protected against such treat- 
ment. It is cruel. And it is not 
good for the young child’s nervous 
system. 

When little children seem to have 
a biting streak look at their teeth. 
If they are teething, or if there is 
any sign of inflammation, take care 
to give them a soothing mouth 
wash, and provide them with some- 
thing hard to bite. For the rest, 
keep calm and train them until the 
thing passes.

ROUGH ON BACK-SEAT RIDERS 


F you have a vindictive nature 
| there is a wonderful opportunity 

for you in the capacity of a 
front-seat- driver. 

When you come to a curve, speed 
around it. This will hurl the back- 
seat rider on the right with ter- 
rific force against the back-seat 
rider on the left, or throw the 
back-seat rider on the left into the 
arms of the unsuspecting  back- 
seat rider on the right. 

When you see a bump in the 
road in front of you, step on the 
gas. As you skim lightly over the 
bump, it will serve as a spring- 
board, tossing the back-seat riders 
in the air until their heads hit the 
top of the car. 


Do not forget that your car is 
equipped with excellent hydraulic 
brakes. Use your brakes gener- 
ously. A sudden stop may be 
counted upon to catapult the back- 
seat riders directly forward. Duck 
your head. It is better to have the 
back-seaters come to rest against 
the windshield than the back of 
your neck. Do not hesitate to 
beat other motorists across inter- 
sections. If you don’t make it, the 
impact of the collision will prob- 
ably occur in that section of the 
car occupied by the back-seaters. 

Backing your car also may be 
done at greater speed and with 
more abandon if you bear in mind 
that the back-seaters wil] serve as 
buffers to obstructions.

This 
is not just to satisfy idle curiosity. 
It often helps in determining why 
an applicant should lean toward or 
against a certain line of work. 

“I think of a young man whose 
sole ambition was to be a fireman. 
It seemed to us as we studied him 
that he had: intellectual resources 
and talents that would be of no 
special advantage to a fireman. We 
found he was influenced by the 
fact his father, a grandfather and 
an uncle had been firemen, well 
satisfied with the work, the hours, 
the pay. On the other hand, a 
family history showed three gener- 
ations had been wood workers. Now 
they were ambitious for their sons 
to get out of those crafts and into 
the white collar jobs. 


“The third step is investigation of 
school, home background and work 
record of the applicant. If he has 
a school and work record, former 
teachers and employers are inter- 
viewed confidentially. The fourth 
step is examinations by psycholo- 
gists and psychiatrists. Following 
that, a committee composed of 
these experts and the counselors sit 
down and agree on a tentative bat- 
tery of tests. If the applicants in- 
clinations are shown to be toward 
mechanical skills, manual dexterity 
tests are emphasized. If toward 
scholarship, written and oral tests. 
These tests are given in short re- 
peated periods so as not to confuse 
and unnerve the applicant. We 
feel the reaction to the tests is as 
important as the scores. 


“Fifth step is assignment of the 
applicant to several fields of occu- 
pations to explore. We have de- 
veloped friendly relations with em- 
ployers who co-operate in showing 
applicants through their plants, ex- 
plaining processes. The sixth step 
consists of interpreting our study 
to the applicant, giving him a clear- 
er idea of his capabilities or lim- 
itations. 


“A preponderance of our boys 
and girls want to be trained nurses 
or aviators right off, without tak- 
ing into account the long courses 
of training involved and their need 
for an immediate livelihood. We 
feel we have given them a push 
in the right direction when we 
show the would-be nurse that with- 
out the educational requirements 
for nurses’ training, she still may 
qualify for training as an attend- 
ant in a hospital or laboratory as- 
sistant; and the hopeful flyer that 
a course in ground mechanics may 
point the way to the flying field. 


“The seventh step is working out 
a plan. It may mean training in 
a chosen field. That is what most 
of our budget goes for, training, 
schooling and aid to individuals 
while serving apprenticeships, Nat- 
urally the Red Cross cannot foot 
all the bills. We draw on public 
and private resources of the com- 
munity, service clubs, scholarships, 
the NYA, ete. The _ Tilles fund, 
for instance, which, with small al- 
lowances, helps deserving grammar 
school graduates go on to high 
school has meant the difference be- 
tween a good and a bad start for 
many a girl and boy. 

“Most of our clients who must be 
of the underprivilegd class—to no- 
body able to pay for the service is 
it available—are referred to us by 


social agencies already interested 
in their cases or by teachers who 
discover problem children or un- 
usually promising ones from poor 
homes. Occasionally the Red Cross 
pays the bill for training. 

“I think of a scrubwoman in a 
downtown office building. She 
worked nights, caring for her home 
and large family as best she could 
by day. A relief agency was help- 
ing to meet her budget. This woman 
was observed to be capable of bet- 
ter things than scrubbing. She was 
a minister’s daughter, had made 
an unfortunate marriage and been 
rejected by her family. She was 
intelligent, had a nice personality 
and was good looking. We picked 
the beauty operating field as a good 
one for her. The social agency 
supported her while we paid for her 
training. It cost us $168. Now she 
manages a small shop in a chain at 
$18 a week. We feel the commu- 
nity is repaid where an individual 
is made self-supporting, self-respect- 
ing and happier in her work. 

“Then there was the bricklayer 
who got a cancer on his shoulder. 
After a successful surgical opera- 
tion he still was not able to work 
at his old calling. Our vocational 
study showed him to have good in- 
telligence, good mechanical skills, 
and that reading in our library he 
had become interested in refriger- 
ation. He had the attractive per- 
sonality essential in the service 
trades where a man must deal with 
housewives. We sent him to Ran- 
ken Trade School. He now serv- 
ices refrigerators at $25 to $35 a 
week. 

“The eighth step in our service 
when the applicant has finished a 
course of training or already is suf- 
ficiently trained, may mean helping 
him to get a job.”

T her interviewer’s questions, 

“Where? How?” Miss Alsbert 

replied, “It isn’t so difficult 
when you can offer a person who 
has had training and can be recom- 
mended. There are shortages of 
really well trained and capable 
workers in every field. We have 
taken boys who never had had any- 
thing but unskilled jobs, sent them 
to Hadley or other vocational 
schools, and placed them at skilled 
work such as watch repairing, op- 
tical and dental mechanics, wood- 
working trades, automobile me- 
chanics. A _ secret of placement 
success is, never send an employer 
an applicant you cannot conscien- 
tiously recommend. Never appeal 
to sympathy. 

“We must be just as fair to the 
employer as to the applicant. One 
employer has taken 29 of our cases 
over a period of eight years. He 
reports them in every way superior 
to workers he might have picked up 
at the door. One, he proudly re- 
ports, has doubled his salary. 

“We have certain employers who 
depend upon us for handicapped 
workers. They are steadier on their 
jobs, more careful to avoid acci- 
dents, it is said. A candy manu- 
facturer, for some reason, prefers 
totally deaf candy dippers. The 
same is true of one employer of 
power machine operators.” 

A great reason for unemploy- 
ment, Miss Alsberg believes, is lack 
of training, the tragedy of being 
discharged from one job and hav- 
ing no other skill or trade or craft 
to which to turn.

West saw no particular point in 
opening the heart ace (he was 


wrong. There was!) and chose in- 
stead the diamond queen. Dummy's 
king lost to East's ace and the 
heart jack was returned. West 
won with the ace and returned a 
heart, declarer winning. The spade 
ace brought the blank jack from 
East and now of course, by lead- 
ing to dummy’s ten spot, declarer 
made sure that West would not 
make a trump trick. South re- 
turned to his own hand by ruffing 
a diamond and picked up West’s 
remaining trumps with the king 
and queen. Having lost one trick 
in each of the red suits, the fate 
of the contract now devolved en- 
tirely on declarer’s handling of the 
club suit. Obviously, had he played 
for a split, or for the king in East’s 
hand, which is to say, had he led’ 
to the club ace and hack toward 
his queen, West would have de- 
feated the contract with two club 
tricks. But declarer was by no 
means satisfied with this line of 
play. He gave careful considera- 
tion to the implications of East’s 
two heart overcall. Obviously, it 
had been made on a suit that was 
jack high and presumably no long- 
er than six cards. With as weak 
a heart suit as that, East must 
have had some sort of compensa- 
tion for his bid and since this 
could not have been in high cards, 
it must have been in distribution. 
East certainly could not hold many 
clubs, but he could have held-con- 
siderable length in diamonds. In 
other words, the only state of af- 
fairs that would have begun to 
justify his two heart -bid was the 
possession of a two-suiter. Thus, 
although East had already shown 
a singleton spade, declarer felt it 
was extremely likely he also held 
a singleton club. The club king 


was fairly well marked in West's 
hand for his penalty double. If 
West’s holding were the K-J-10, 


declarer could do nothing about it, 
but if East’s singleton were either 
the jack or ten, a pretty play was 
available. Declarer resolved _ to 
stake everything on the accuracy 
of his diagnosis. So, instead of 
leading a small club to the ace, 
he led the club queen through 
West. The latter covered with the 
king and was permitted to hold the 
trick, declarer noting with satis- 
faction the fall of East’s ten spot. 
West returned a diamond. De- 
clarer ruffed and led another club 
toward dummy. West’s eight was 
just topped with dummy’s nine and 
when the latter held, declarer was, 
of course, home. 

It will be observed that South 
could not afford to capture West’s 
club king with the ace. Had he 
done so, he would have had to use 
his last trump to return to his own 
hand and lead toward the nine 
spot. This would have left him 
defenseless against a diamond con- 
tinuation,
